"No person shall catch, 
kill or pursue with such intent, or 
have the same in possession after it 
has been caught or killed, any 
quail, partridge or pheasant, be- 
tween the first day of January and 
the 15th day of November in each 
year.' 

The tine for violating the law is 
not less than $5 nor more than $25 
He doubtless thought nothing of the 
law at the time and did not intend 
to violate it, but does that excuse 
him? He did know that he saw be 
fore him a strange and beautiful 
bird that was seeking shelter and 
companionship among his domestic 
fowls and that, on general princi 
pies, had a right to its life. 

lie also knew, or ought to have 
known, if he thought at all, that it 
was not a native of this "country 
and that some one else had probab- 
ly brought it here, and that it was- 
therefore not his. He might also 
have reflected that this one probab- 
ly had a mate some where close by 
and, if let alone, might rear a fam- 
ily and be the means of stocking 
the county with these attractive 
and useful birds. 

The truth is, that several public 
spirited citizens, at their own pei 
*onal expense, brought [pheasants 
here from other states aud have 
been raising them several years. 
They liberated some of them this
